Two |
officern and several cltlzena rushed 1o the |
jull, but despite their presenca the mob
hatterad down the wooden door and the

foot of the sialrs leading to the corridor,

The sheriff und posse made a determined
resistance, but were unable to prevent tha
mob from breaking in the lron door at the
head of the stalrs and entering the oe']
occupled by the negro, about whose nock
they placed a rope

As.-soon as the men emerged from the
cell it became apparent that the negro
could not be taken(from the jall and
hanged for fear of being fired on, and he
was shot ts death. The mob then made
an effort to escape, but the sheriff and his
guard captured three of them. One of
them, it k& sald, ha® mnde a confession lmo-
ploating thirteen men.
